Former club team 
opens home season 
Friday against Utah

Years of tenacity and determination have paid off 
as BYU’s women’s soccer team sheds its club-team 
status this season for the glorious jump to the high- 
est level of collegiate sports. 

“Tt is nice,” said coach Jennifer Rockwood. “The 
university has helped us out a lot. We now have 
facilities and equipment that we need, and we even 
get to fly to games. The athletes are enjoying it.” 

But along with the benefits of being a fully sanc- 
tioned NCAA Division I team comes the challenge 
of facing faster, stronger and more talented oppo- 
nents. This season the Cougars will play 16 Div. I 
schools, a far cry from last year when they played 
only one and racked up a 27-2-2 record. 

Coach Jennifer Rockwood said the Cougars had 
outgrown the club-team level and that it was time to 
move on and continue building the program. 

“We’ve done as much as we could to prove our- 
selves as a quality program,” she said. “You have to 
play quality opponents to get better, and this gives 
us the opportunity.” 

Rockwood said the transition to a higher level will 
be eased by 18 returning players and that the core 
members of the team have played a lot together and 
get along on and off the field. 

The team’s first test came Saturday against 
Colorado College, who has an established and 
respected Div. I women’s soccer program, 
Rockwood said. 

BYU, who started five freshmen and three sopho- 
mores, lost 3-1, but it stayed with the more experi- 
enced team as the shots-on-goal totals were nearly 
even.

LOS ANGELES — A black man 
once arrested by an angry Mark 
Fuhrman told the O.J. Simpson jury 
Wednesday the former detective 
turned on him in the police car and 
sneered, “I told you we’d get you, 
n—.” 

Roderic T. Hodge testified that he 
felt “belittled, scared and very, very 
angry.” 

_ Hodge, a communications repair 
-- technician who now lives in Dolton, 
-~ Ifl., was the fourth witness in two 
*- days‘and the first black to attribute 
- , racist invective to the former detective 
-’ who is the target of defense efforts to 

prove that Simpson has been framed 

for murder. 

Hodge said Fuhrman uttered the slur 
when they were in a police car, with 
Hodge handcuffed in the back seat 
and Fuhrman sitting in the passenger 
seat while another officer drove. The 
jury wasn’t told why Hodge was 
arrested. 

“Officer Fuhrman turned around and 
looked at me and told me, “I told you 

-~ we'd. get you, n——,, “ Hodge testi- 

~ . fied. ‘He described Fuhrman’s tone of 

- > voite‘as full of “anger, hatred, just 
something from deep inside. ... just 
very ugly.” 

Although Judge Lance Ito had 
expressed concern that the testimony 
was becoming repetitive, he allowed 
Hodge’s testimony because Hodge 
was offering the perspective of a 
black suspect arrested by Fuhrman, 
who testified that he found the bloody 
glove on Simpson’s property. 

While testimony about racism was 
proceeding inside the courthouse, pro- 
testers marched outside to demand 
release of all of the Fuhrman tapes, 
which were recorded by an aspiring 
screenwriter researching a project on 
the Los Angeles Police Department. 

The tapes, recorded from 1985 to 
1994, detail Fuhrman’s claims of 
racism, brutality and misconduct by 
police officers, particularly against 
minorities. The judge allowed 61 
excerpts to be played or shown to the 
public last week, outside the jury’s 
presence. 

He then allowed jurors to hear just 
ohne ‘excerpt and to read one sentence 
from: a transcript. None of the 

_ approved excerpts included comments 
about police brutality or evidence 
planting. .
